Round 1 


( ADELAIDE CITY 0 PERTH GLORY 1 


Perth Glory coach Bernd Stange couldn't have 
wished for a better start to the season after his 
side defeated one of the championship favourites 
Adelaide City at Hindmarsh Stadium fast Sunday 
afternoon. The only goal of the game came in 
just the third minute of play when a deep right- 
side centre from Robert Trajkovski found Paul 
Strudwick lurking on the edge of the box who 
then hit the net with a low strike through a maze 
of legs. 


Glory can consider themselves unlucky not to 
have added to the score minutes after the restart 
when the frame of the goal got in the way of a 
couple of John Markovski headers.

MUSIC 


The North side of the Harbour City had been 
clamouring for an NSL team since the inception 
of the competition in 1977. Many had gone 
some way towards bringing this about but their 
efforts were doomed to fae as they couldn’t 
surmount the obstacles and hurdles placed in the 
way — until now! 

The dream of a north shore side has been held 
by many but none coveted it more so than 
Chairman Remo Nogarotto who, together with 
Vice-Chairman Emmanuel Zammit, turned those 
dreams into a reality when Northern Spirit made 
their entry into the Ericsson Cup last weekend (at 
home to Sydney Olympic). 

Although January saw the official acceptance 
of the club, and final approval from the powers 
that be, much behind-the-scenes work had 
already been undertaken. A plan, in two stages, 
was formulated and executed with precision as, 
firstly, the three local football associations — 
Kuringai, Manly-Warringah and Gladesville- 
Hornsby, who had heard all the talk before from 
previous consortiums, had to be wooed by the 
professional approach of the club. Upon hearing, 
and seeing, that Northern Spirit was a venture 
that meant to go all the way, they came to the 
Beuy and have formed a solid supporter/player 

ase for Northern Spirit which rivals most, and 
leaves many other eastern states Ericsson Cup 
sides languishing in their wake. 

The second phase of stage one, equally as 
important in many ways, was to recruit the calibre 
of player who would make the Australian public 
sit up and take notice. Graham Arnold became 
the first signing but his was to be a dual role — as 
player/coach — and it was this that brought much 
credence to what Spirit were selling - a way 
forward for football in Australia with Remo 
Nogarotto even saying: “No longer can we 
accept football being described as a sleeping 
giant’. The giant has awoken!” 

It was this aggressive approach, coupled with 
the Arnold signing (former Socceroo great and 
having gained immeasurable knowledge through 
his years playing with some of the top clubs in 
Europe), that heralded the arrival of many of 
Australia’s finest players, both from the Ericsson 
Cup and overseas. Paul Bilokapic, Luke Casserly, 
Kresimir Marusic and Clayton Zane are but a few 
who have “grabbed the Spirit” but let’s not forget 
the likes of: lan Crook (Spurs, Norwich, Sanfrecce 
and capped 5 times for England), Peter Blazincic 
(returning from Guangzhou Appolo after many 
successful years in China) and, of course, 
inaugural club Captain Robbie Slater, whose list 
of achievements would fill several large tomes. 

Stage Two was to identify and select a Board of 
Directors that would complement, maintain and 
further push the professional aspect of the club 
and propel, not only its image and awareness into

the public eye and ensuring as they have, the 
expertise to build a solid foundation for a football 
club, but to ensure Northern Spirit was a success 
off-the-field also. To this end, Kathryn Greiner 
came on board as the President of the newest 
NSL club and was closely followed by: Kerry 
Chikarovski, Peter Rix, Rene Licata and Allan 
Novis. 

The team had now taken shape, the club was 
tangible and the dream had become a reality, but 
one further important event was to take place 
which would tirmly cement the ambitions of 
Northern Spirit Football Club in the minds of its 
detractors. Mark Goldberg - Chairman and 
owner of Crystal Palace FC in England = 
purchased a 70% stake in the club after the British 
entrepreneur marvelled at the way Nogarotto 
and Zammit had gone about their business and in 
the way in which they had conducted themselves 
in the process = professionally! 

The store of faith pa le put in these 
gentlemen was shown when both were entrusted 
to their respective office for a term of three years, 
probably the most crucial period for any aspiring 
team, added to which, along with buying his 
stake, the greater depth of commitment can be 
counted by the huge injection of capital which, 
added to the bulging coffers of Northern Spirit 
has completed the jigsaw and brought to fruition 
the dream of a fully professional’ club in Australia. 

The Director's stake holders and supporters of 
Northern Spirit Football Club consider these 
moves to be a giant leap forward for the true 
football code in avorale and with the backing of 
all behind them, the playing staff will hope to 
provide, and enjoy, further spectacular success on 
the pitch.

LAW CHANGES FOR THE 1998-99 SEASON 


The two new additions to the International Board 
Decisions that will affect the game this year are: 


The goalkeeper is considered to be guilty of 
time-wasting if he holds the ball in his hands or 
arms for more than 5-6 seconds. 


This will not be decided by referees timing it on 
their watch, but rather by allowing a reasonable 
time to put the ball back into play, generally the 
time it takes the ref to get back up the field. the 
main thing is to ensure that the goalkeeper keeps 
the game in motion rather than standing with the 
ball in his hands so that no other players can play 
it while he directs all of his team where to go. 
The other new addition is: 


A tackle from behind which endangers the safety 
of an opponent must be sanctioned as serious 
foul play. 
The above mentioned decision means that the 
layer guilty of such an offence has to be sent off 
Eowin a Red Card) in accordance with Law 12.

HEADING ALERT 

Dutch neuropsychologist Dr Erik Matser recently 
conducted tests on 33 Dutch premier league 
professional soccer players to look at the long- 
term effects of repeatedly Heedine) balls. The 
heading of the heavy leather footballs during the 
old days has often been deemed fesponsibla for 
dementia and other brain illnesses that were 
suffered by elderly retired players, but Matser's 
findings are iinkedits the modern plastic coated 
balls. ilt starts with mild clinical dysfunction but 
when they are between 45 and 60 years old, 
some of them can develop punch-drunk 
syndrome like boxer Muhammad Ali said Dr 
Matser. Anyone dazed or knocked out after a bad 
header should get the same level of doctoring as 
a road accident victim. His report has found that 
forward and defensive players are those being 
most at risk of acquiring brain damage. Jim 
McGregor, a former physio for the Manchester 
United club who now operates his own practice 
said: “| often wondered why there were not many 
more cases of Alzheimer-type conditions”. The 
growing number of reports about heading and 
brain damage, have now prompted the English 
Football Association to set up it's own 
investigation. 


HODDLE GIVEN PAY BOOST 

Coach Glenn Hoddle is soon to be rewarded by 
the English Football Association for the recent 
mediocre performances of his England team b' 
accepting a 40 percent payrise ($170,000), whic 
according to the English Daily Mirror newspaper 
will take his annual salary to $560,000. The 
scoreless draw against Bulgaria at Wembley drew 
cries of “what a load of rubbish” from thousands 
of England supporters. The result follows the loss 
to Sweden, which as a consequence makes the 
task of qualifying for Euro 2000 very difficult. It 
was however, made a little easier last Wednesday 
night when England beat minnow nation 
Luxembourg at their Josy Barthel Stadium. 


FIFA TO VISIT SEOUL AND JAPAN 

FIFA, the world’s governing Body will be sending a 
six-man delegation to the 2002 World Cup finals 
co-hosts South Korea and Japan next month to 
check on proceedings, officials said last Tuesday. 
The delegates, including FIFA vice-president 
Antonio Matarrese, will be in Seoul from 
November 2 for four days, before flying to Japan. 


HARTSON FINED FOR KICK 

West Ham United's Welsh international John 
Hartson has been fined two weeks pay ($16,000) 
after kicking teammate Eyal Berkovic in the face 
during a recent aug season. The money is 
being donated to the charity Leukaemia Busters. 
Hartson had originally made a crude tackle from 
behind on the Israeli international, who 
responded with a tame punch to Hartson’s hip, 
which simply made the fiery forward boot 
Berkovic on the chin.
